The  R.W.G.M.  then  appointed  the  following  Brothers  to 
strike  the  Standing  Committees: — Comp.

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Walsh,  seconded  by  Bro.  Jackson, 
that  we  reduce  to  the  Orange  Degree.    Motion  carried. 

Bro.  J.  J.  Walsh,  by  courtesy  of  Hon.  Mr.  Hume,  invited 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  visit  the  Par- 
liament buildings.  The  invitation  was  accepted,  on  motion  of 
Bro.  Thos.  Duke,  County  M.  of  Vancouver  County. 

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Jackson,  seconded  by  Bro.  Capt. 
L.  Thompson,  that  the  hours  of  Session  be  as  follows:  From  8 
a.m.  to  12  m.;  from  1:30  to  6  p.m.;  and  7:30  p.m.  Motion  car- 
ried.

The  R.W.G.M.  then  read  his  annual  address: 

GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

To  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Oravge  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia,  Officers,  Representatives  and  Brethren: 

Another  year  has  passed  in  the  history  of  the  Loyal  Orange  Asso- 
ciation in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  we  are  now  permitted 
o  assemble,  through  the  mercy  of  a  (jracious  and  Loving  Father,  for 
the  tenth  occasion  in  annual  session,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  council 
together,  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of  Protestantism  and  of 
the  Orange  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

Trusting,  my  brethren,  that  the  deliberations  of  the  present  Session 
may  be  conducted  (as  the  meetings  of  Orangemen  invariably  are)  in  that 
spirit  of  fraternal  regard  and  good-fellowship,  and  we  may  be  privileged 
to  observe  the  benificent  results  flow  forth  to  the  utmost  limits  of  this 
Jurisdiction,  in  extending  and  consolidating  the  cause  of  the  Orange 
Order. 

We  must  all  regard  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  regret  the  attack  so 
ruthlessly  made  upon  the  lives  and  liberties  of  our  fellow-subjects  in 
South  Africa,  through  the  wanton  and  unwarranted  action  of  the  Boer 
Oligarchy,  in  invading  an  integral  fraction  of,  and  waging  war  upon  the 
British  Empire.

As  loyal  subjects  of  Her  Mo^tGra  nous  Majesty,  we  should  be  willing 
to  bear  our  full  share  of  the  responsibility  of  assisting  in  the  effort  to 
give  our  fellow-subjects  in  South  Africa  the  same  blessings  of  liberty 
and  equality  that  we  enjoy  in  s  ch  a  marked  degree,  and  rescue  them 
from  a  thraldom  \vorse  than  slavery. 

Many  sacrifices  have  been  made  by  a  United  Empire  in  the  cause  of 
humanity,  and  doubtless  many  more  such  will  have  to  be  made  before 
the  present  most  unjust  war,  which  has  been  forced  upon  us,  will  be 
brought  to  a  successful  close,  and  the  blessings  of  good  will  and  perma- 
nent peace  prevail  once  more  in  South  Africa  among  all  classes. 

In  this  connection  it  becomes  our  duty,  while  assisting  in  every 
patriotic  and  laudable  effort  to  bring  the  war  to  an  early  and  honorable 
termination,  we  should  at  the  same  time  humble  ourselves  before  the 
Throne  of  Grace,  and  approach  the  God  of  Love  and  Peace,  praying  Him 
to  hasten  the  time  when  war  shall  be  no  more,  and  universal  peace  and 
brotherhood  shall  prevail.  And  while  we  in  this  favored  Canada  of 
ours  are  permitted  to  fully  enjoy  the  blessings  of  peace  and  prosperity, 
it  becomes  us  to  manifest  our  active  and  material  sympathy  and  inter- 
est in  those  brave  and  patriotic  defenders  of  the  Empire,  who  have  de- 
voted themselves,  and  a'l  that  men  hold  most  dear,  to  the  cause  of 
freedom,  and  the  principles  of  true  British  liberty  and  equal  rights  for 
all  men. 

To  return  to  the  conduct  of  affairs  connected  with  the  Order  in  B.C. 
It  is  my  very  pleasant  duty  to  inform  you  that  the  cause  we  all  love  so 
well,  has  never  been  in  a  more  flourishing  condition  in  this  Jurisdiction 
than  at  present,  nor  was  there  ever  a  time  when  the  outlook  was  more 
promising  for  the  future  than  now.  It  is  my  privilege  to  inform  you 
that  up  to  this  date  there  have  been  four  new  Primary  L.O.L.'s  institut- 
ed since  we  last  met  in  annual  session.  There  has  also  been  a  Royal 
Scarlet  Chapter  instituted  in  connection  with  L.O.L.  No.  1676  at  Sandon. 
And  applications  are  out  for  a  Royal  Scarlet  in  connection  with  L.  0.  L. 
1701,  Ashcroft ;  also  District,  County  and  Scarlet  Chapter  for  Vancouver 
Island;  and  I  now  hold  a  Dispensation  for  the  institution  of  a  new 
County  Lodge  in  the  progressive  city  of  Vancouver.  This  Lodge  will 
doubtless  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  Order  at  large,  and  a  source  of  in- 
spiration and  strength  to  the  several  city  L.O.L,  Primary  Lodges. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  all  Lower  Mainland  Lodges,  except 
two  during  the  past  year,  and  without  exception  I  have  invariably 
found  the  brethren  zealous  for  the  faith  of  the  Reformation,  and  the 
Order  conducted  in  a  most  satisfactory  and  progressive  manner,  w^hile  I 
also  found  the  greatest  of  good  will  prevailing  in  the  several  Lodges.  I 
have  also  been  enabled  to  work  up  an  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Order 
in  many  places  where  at  present  the  Order  is  notrepresented,  but  where 
in  the  near  future  flourishing  Lodges  may  be  established. 
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The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Sovereign  of  the  Grand  L. 
O.L.  of  British  America,  Brother  N.  Clarke  Wallace,  visited  this  juris- 
diction during  the  past  year,  and  by  his  presence,  eloquence  and  untir- 
ing effort,  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the  success  that  has  been 
vouchsafed  to  the  cause  of  Orangeism  in  B.C.  during  the  year. 

The  Provincial  Celebration  was  held  on  12th  of  July  in  the  City  of 
Westminster  according  to  resolution  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  a  great 
success  in  every  respect. 

In  respect  to  my  various  official  actions,  I  have  to  report  as  follows  : 
In  re  the  matter  of  the  appeal  from  the  Westminster  District,  No.  1,  L. 
O.L.  1150,  vs.  Sapperton  L.O.L.  1593,  that  was  dealt  with  by  this  R.  W. 
G.  Lodge  at  its  last  session.  I  was  notified  that  L.O.L.  1150,  intended 
to  appeal  the  case  to  the  Most  W.G.O.L.  of  B.A.  I  then  examined  care- 
fully into  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  as  a  result  became  convinc- 
ed that  there  had  been  constitutional  irregularities  in  the  way  in  which 
the  case  had  been  dealt  with,  and  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Order 
would  not  be  served  by  permitting  the  appeal  to  be  sent  forward,  and 
further  believing  that  the  dispute  was  of  such  trivial  character,  and 
could  be  amicably  settled  between  the  Lodges  interested,  could  they  be 
brought  to  see  that  it  would  not  only  be  best  for  their  welfare,  but  also 
snch  a  settlement  would  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Order  at  large. 
Reviewing  the  matter  from  this  point  I  gave  a  ruling  (subject  to  the  ap- 
proval or  otherwise  of  this  R.W.G.L.)  that  the  whole  proceedings  were 
out  of  order,  and  consequently  ultra  vires,  since  it  was  dealt  with  in  the 
District  L.O.L.  It  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  inform  yoii  that  since 
that  date  the  two  Lodges  have  practically  come  to  an  understanding  on 
the  matter. 

The  question  of  granting  dispensations  for  conferring  degrees  with- 
out waiting  the  usual  probationary  period,  has  been  very  much  in  evi- 
dence during  the  past  year.  While  the  number  of  such  applications  has 
been  considerably  in  excess  of  those  granted  in  former  years,  I  have  al- 
ways felt  convinced  in  such  cases  that  the  circumstances  as  submitted 
wan  anted  me  in  using  the  authority  as  requested. 

The  correspondence  in  connection  with  the  G.  M's  office  and  duties 
has  been  very  much  in  excess  of  that  of  last  year,  and  while  the  time 
devoted  to  this  work  and  the  expenses  incurred  has  been  quite  a  tax  on 
me,  I  believe  the  results  have  warranted  both  expenditures,'  and  while 
possibly  the  work  has  had  a  tendency  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 
Order,  to  me  it  has  been  a  labor  of  love  and  a  source  of  pleasant  relaxa- 
tion. 

It  is  my  very  pleasant  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  fact  tliat  the  G.  O. 
L.  of  B.  A.,  at  its  last  annual  session  acceeded  to  your  request  of  last 
year,  in  re  the  appointment  of  an  officer  as  organizer  bf  this  jurisdiction 
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who  should  ba  invested  with  special  authority,  enabling  him  to  institute 
new  Lodges  and  confer  degrees  as  provided  in  sec.  125,  p.  40,  and  sec. 
135,  p.  44,  of  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Order.  Also  that  a  sum 
of  money  was  set  apart  to  assist  in  carrying  on  the  work.  Unfortunately 
the  recent  labor  troubles  in  the  interior  arose,  when  it  was  deemed  in-* 
expeditious  to  incur  the  expense  of  a  trip  to  that  portion  of  the  juriscic- 
tion  until  the  troubles  were  more  settled,  hence  the  extension  of  the 
work  and  influence  of  the  Order  have  not  been  so  great  during  the  past 
year  in  that  portion  of  the  Province  as  we  would  have  experienced  had 
the  circumstances  been  otherwise.  It  is,  however,  intended  to  actively 
push  the  work  as  soon  as  the  trouble  referred  to  disappears. 

As  the  question  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  Coronation  Oath  of  the 
Sovereign  was  not  dealt  with  at  the  last  session  of  Grand  Lodge,  a  strong- 
ly-M'orded  protest  was  drawn  up  in  the  name  of  this  G.L.  and  forwarded 
to  the  G.O.L.  of  B.A. 

My  relations  with  all  G.  L.  Officers  have  been  of  the  most  cordial 
and  inspiring  character,  and  with  none  more  so  than  our  R,  W.  Brother 
D.  Moffat,  G.S.,  whose  efforts  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order  have 
been  most  indefatigable  and  praiseworthy  in  the  highest  degree. 

There  are  several  matters  you  will  be  required  to  deal  with  at  this 
session,  some  of  which  are  essential  to  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  the 
Order.    Among  others  I  would  suggest : 

The  assignment  of  territory  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  County 
L.O.L.  No.  1,  Vancouver; 

The  expediency  of  putting  forth  efforts  to  induce  the  Grand  Orange 
Lodge  of  British  America  to  hold  its  annual  session  for  1901  at  some 
point  in  this  jurisdiction,  that  date  being  most  opportune  ; 

Also  the  expediency  of  having  this  G.  L.  represented  at  the  next 
session  of  the  M.W.  G.O.L  of  B.A  ; 

The  expediency  of  the  appointment  of  a  permanent  Standing  Com- 
mittee having  in  charge  the  secret  work  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  ; 

The  appointment  at  each  session  of  a  Committee  from  the  G.L.  to 
have  charge  of  12th  of  July  Celebrations  in  conjunction  with  the  local 
committees ; 

Provision  for  paying  the  annual  dues  of  this  G.L.  to  the  Imperial 
Priennial  Council,  amounting  to  ten  dollars. 

I  would  most  heartily  commend  for  your  consideration  an  annual 
grant  from  this  G.L.  to  the  Loyal  True  Blue  Orphanage  at  Picton,  Onta- 
rio, than  which  there  is  not  a  more  commendable  object  among  all  the 
diversified  charities  of  the  Orange  Order  to-day.  A  special  blessing  at- 
taching to  the  succorers  of  the  orphan. 
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I  feel,  brethren,  I  should  be  remiss  in  my  duty  were  I  not  to  again 
bring  before  you  the  claims  of  that  ardent  champion  for  truth  and  right, 
Thfc  Sentinel,  and  the  noble  work  it  is  carrying  on  in  the  interests  of  the 
Orange  Order.  Permit  me,  brethren,  to  request  for  the  official  organ  of 
the  Order,  your  hearty  and  unqualified  support. 

I  would  also  request  the  hearty  co-operation  of  this  G.L.  in  passing 
the  necessary  resolution  authorizing  the  presentation  of  a  Royal  address 
to  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty,  the  Queen,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of 
the  G.L. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Lodges  and  individual  members  who  so  gene- 
rously contributed  towards  the  fund  for  the  assista^ice  of  our  distressed 
brethren  at  Bay  of  Islands,  N.F. 

It  is  also  my  desire  to  express  to  this  G.L.  my  appreciation  of  the 
many  courtesies  I  have  experienced  at  the  hands  of  the  Brethreu 
throughout  the  jurisdiction  since  my  election  two  years  ago  to  the  posi- 
tion of  G.M.,  and  to  also  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  you  for  the  confi- 
dence you  have  invariably  manifested  in  me,  and  the  valued  assistance 
in  the  work  so  heartily  extended  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  brethren. 
Mistakes  I  have  doubtless  made,  Who  among  us  is  perfect  in  all  things? 
Of  one  thing  I  am  satisfied  :  the  principal  object  has  been  to  promote 
the  best  interests  of  the  Order. 

There  are  many  things  that  require  your  earnest  attention  at  this 
time  ;  matters  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Orange 
Order  in  this  jurisbiction.  In  conclusion,  Brethren,  permit  me  to  state 
that  I  believe  we  are  just  now  entering  upon  an  era  of  prosperity  and 
progress  in  expansion  and  development,  and  it  will  devolve  upon  us 
to  put  forth  our  best  effort  in  the  interest  of  Orangeism,  and  see  to  it 
that  in  all  the  events  of  the  future  the  influence  of  this  Association  shall 
on  all  occasions  be  exercised  on  behalf  of  the  right. 

Trusting  that  God  will  bless  our  labors  at  this  time,  and  that  our 
deliberations  may  be  carried  on  in  the  spirit  of  true  fraternal  brother- 
hood. Believe  me.  Representatives  and  Brethren,

To  the  Rigid  WorsJiipful  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Oramfje  Lodge  of  British.  Columbia. 

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brkthren  :  -  ■ 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  we  render  praise  to  our  Heavenly  Father, 
Who  has  spared  our  lives  to  again  meot  in  Annual  Session,  in  the  Work- 
men's Hall,  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  B.C. 

In  presenting  to  you  this,  the  tenth  annual  report,  I  am  sure  that 
you  will  agree  with  me  that  we  have  cause  for  gratitude,  as  the  report 
shows  that  the  progress  made  during  the  past  term  has  not  been  sur- 
passed by  any  other  since  the  institution  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  membership  and  finances  of  the  Primary  Lodges  are  in  a  very 
satisfactory  rondition  ;  wdiilst  the  character  and  status  of  the  same  is 
excellent,  including  as  it  does  le'gislators,  professional  men 
merchants,  mechanics,  miners  and  laborers  in  almost  every  rank  in  life  • 
men  of  upright  character,  honest  convictions,  and  determined  purpose, 
whose  loyalty  to  the  tenets  of  our  noble  Order  cannot  be  questioned  • 
men  v/ho  "will  dare  and  do,"  if  needs  be,  for  the  glorious  principles  of 
Civil  and  Religious  Liberty,  as  ourfathers  did,  behind  the  walls  of  Derry 
and  on  the  banks  of  the  Boyne . 

Brethren,  let  us  hand  down  to  our  posterity  unimpaired  the  rights 
and  privileges  which  the  heritage  of  those  principles  ensure.  And  whilst 
we  ourselves  hold  fast  to  the  great  principles  of  Civil  and  Re- 
ligious Liberty,  which  alone  can  insure  justice  and  toleration  to  all,  let 
us  not  forget  that  the  Orange  Association  is  above  all  a  religious  institu- 
tion, whose  observances  are  based  upon  the  Word  of  God. 

By  resolution,  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  at  Ladners,  I  was 
instructed  to  have  the  proceedings  printed,  and  having  called  for  ten- 
ders, gave  them  to  the  Nanaimo  Free  Press,  wdiich  was  the  lowest.

Permit  me  to  urge  upon  the  members  of  this  jurisdiction  the  claims 
of  "The  Sentinel,"  published  in  Toronto.  It  is  only  $1.00  per  annum, 
and  is  a  staunch  and  fearless  advocate  of  Protestantism. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  the  organization  during  the  past  year 
of  the  following  Lodges,  viz  :  Rossland  L.O.L.  1708,  by  Bro.  J.  J.  Joy, 
of  Nelson,  on  the  23rd  day  of  Marcli ;  Fernie  L.O.L.  1713,  by  Bro.  D. 
McMullan,  on  the  12th  day  of  June;  N.  C.  Wallace  L.O.L.  1715,  by  M. 
W.G.M.  Bro.  Wallace,  on  the  15th  day  of  September;  Hall's  Prairie  L. 
O.L.  1725,  by  R.W.G.M,  Thrift,  on  the  10th  day  of  November;  and 
Steveston  L.O.L.  1725.  by  the  same  on  the  23rd  day  of  November,  1899. 
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It  is  also  a  source  of  gratification  to  know  that  in  a  short  time  we 
expect  to  have  a  Lodge  established  at  Vernon,  where  they  report  some 
30  names  ready  to  be  enlisted  ;  and  the  organization  of  another  at  Fer- 
guson is  expected  in  the  near  future.

There  has  beenta  loss  of  one  Lodge,  viz.,  1667,  of  Victoria.  Why? 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  the  number  of  suspensions  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  is  72.  I  am  satisfied  that  this  is  largely  the  result  of  care- 
lessness on  the  part  of  the  Financial  Secretaries,  and  trust  that  greater 
care  will  be  taken  in  the  election  of  competent,  painstaking  men  to  this 
important  office ;  when  the  number  of  derelicts  will  be  reduced  toa 
minimum. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  one  by  the  scythe  of  the  reaper, 
whose  name  is  death,  and  are  reminded  of  the  words  of  the  poet : 

Friend  after  friend  departs  ; 
Who  has  not  lost  a  friend? 
There  is  no  union  here  of  hearts 
That  finds  not  here  an  end  ; 
Were  this  vain  world  our  only  rest, 
Living  or  dying  none  were  blest. 

But  we  trust  he  has  gone  to  the  fellowship  of  that  nobler  fraternity 
where  the  circle  is  never  broken,  and  where  no  retiring  password  is  ever 
needed.  His  memory  we  will  cherish  and  seek  his  virtues  to  emulate, 
whilst  we  pray  that  grace  may  be  given  to  avoid  his  faults  and  errors. 

In  conclusion,  brethren,  I  wouhi  remind  you  that  for  a  long  time  in 
this  Dominion,  our  Order  was  struggling  on  against  prejudice  and  many 
other  adverse  circumstances,  but  it  has  gradually  surmounted  them  all, 
and  has  now  a  strong  hold  upon  the  affections  of  the  people.  Let  us, 
therefore,  thank  God  for  the  blessings  of  the  past,  and  looking  forward 
with  bright  hopes,  march  onward  with  sure  and  steady  tread  to  a  still 
more  glorious  future.  Let  us  not  forget  that  whilst  the  calls  of  duty 
are  imperative  in  relation  to  our  Order  and  our  homes,  yet  those  of  our 
Country  and  Empire  are  at  the  present  time  most  pressing,  when  the 
destiny  of  the  British  people  is  at  stake  in  Southern  Africa ;  nor  can  we 
overlook  the  fact  that  such  traitors  as  the  Redmonds  in  Ireland  and  the 
Tartes  in  our  own  beloved  Canada,  tend  to  make  the  situation  more 
serious,  we  ought  to  stand  ever  ready  to  sacrifice,  as  our  fathers  before 
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us,  both  blood  and  treasure  for  the  preservation  of  the  grandest  heritage 
of  the  modern  age — The  British  Empire. 

All  honor  to  those  of  our  brethren  who  have  given  their  services, 
and  if  needs  be,  their  lives  also,  in  defense  of  the  Empire  and  for  the 
honor  of  the  flag.  Honoring  the  soldiers,  let  us  not  forget  the  sacrifices 
incurred  by  the  wives  and  relatives  of  the  noble  fellows  who  have  gone 
forth  to  death  or  victory ;  shall  we  not  also  pray  that  peace  may  soon  be 
restored,  and  that  a  happy  issue  may  result  from  it  all ;  and  as  in  the 
past,  so  may  we  to-day  recognize  the  gui  iinghand  of  God  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  British  Empire.

During  the  term  of  my  office  I  have  striven  to  do  my  duty  to  the 
best  of  my  power ;  it  may  be  others  have  seen  defects,  but  I  trust  they 
will  overlook  them  ;  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  my  successor  will  be  en- 
abled to  carry  on  the  work  with  greater  zeal  and  earnestness  unto  still 
greater  success.  Thanking  the  Officers  and  Members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  honor  conferred  and  the  kindness  shown  in  the  past,  and 
trusting  that  this  meeting  may  only  be  a  harbinger  of  many  more 
harmonious  gatherings,  at  which  we  may  plan  out  the  work  and  encou- 
rage the  progress  and  development  of  our  noble  Order,  I  am.
